ing aclale in their respective regions and 
i to grant an advance in wages of IO per 
I cent net, the the advance to remain in 
operation until April I, 1001, or there- 
I after. This notion meets the demands 
of the Scranton miners’convention. The 
decision w a s a rriv e after a conference 
between representatives of the individ­ 
ual coal operators aud the lurge coal car­ 
rying companies. 
It is conceded that the result of the 
conference is a complete victory for the 
men. 
All th** demands of their coneen* 
tion are acceded to aud as one of the in­ 
dividual operators put it after the con 
ference, the operators go a little further 
in agreeing to maiutain the wage ad 
Vance after April I. 
Just how sfxm the official order noti­ 
fying the men that the strike is ended 
and to return to work will be issued by 
President Mitchell can only be con 
jectured. 
It is believed here that no 
order to return will be issued until a 
notice similar to or in line with that of 
the Reading aud Lehigh companies is 
posted at all the mines. 
The Reading 
company's notice reads: 
"The Philadelphia aud Reading Coal 
and Iron company withdraws the notice 
posted Oct. 8, 190», aud to bring about 
: practical uniformity in the advance of 
wages in tho several coal regions, gives 
notice that it will suspend the operation 


1 of the sliding scale, will pay IO per cent

I, 1901, and thereafter until further no­ 
tice, and will take up with its mine eui- 
, ployes any grievances which they may 
have." 
Oalvin, Pardee & Co., extensive indi­

A P r e lim in a r y 
H r p e rt W ill Ile M o d e te 
C o n gree* in D rc rm h e r. 
Washington, Oct. 1H. —The Isthmian 
canal commission is at work on its re­ 
port bat it is evident that, it will find it 
impossible to do more than submit a 
preliminary statement to congress when 
the session begins. This report will pre­ 
sent facts and figu re* referring to both 
the Panama canal aud the Nicaragua 
route. A vote has no yet been taken by 
the commission as to which it will rec­ 
ommend, nor will a decision be reached 
until further information has been re­ 
ceived regarding both projects. 
M. Hutin, president of the Panama 
Canal company, has arrived in Wash­ 
ington and paid bis respects to the com­ 
mission. 
He came to Washington in 
compliance with the request of Rear 
Admiral Walker and will stay here until 
he can be spared, when he will return 
to Paris 
He will come back to Wash­ 
ington during thfe session of congress. 
Notwithstanding the commission has 
not taken a vote as to route, it is appar­ 
ent from the trend of its investigation 
that it favors the Nicaragua waterway. 1 
Because of the dimensions and displace­ 
ment of modern steamship* it has been 
determined that a canal SO feet deep 
woald be too small, and the commission 
e-timatcs on a canal which shall be 88 
feet in depth and have a minimum 
width of 159 Uh t. 
On the 39 foot canal 
tho majority of the first Walker com­ 
mission estimated the cost at about 
$125,000,000. 
The increase in depth 
aud wil lnecessarily make the projected 
canal mon; expensive. 
Borings are 
being made to ascertain if the increased 
excavation necessary will require th e , 
removal of rock or soft dirt. 
Advocates of the Nicaragua canal are 
getting considerable comfort out 
of 
the fact that the examination of the 
route recommended by the first Walker 
commission has, except in a few in­ 
stances, shown its entire practicability. 
Tho engineering parties sent out by 
the Isthmian commission have gone 
over every foot of the route. 
They have 
recommended that the sites of several 
lock* be slightly changed, and tbe 0 0m* i 
mission will adopt their recommenda­ 
tions. 
The general impression seems to be, 
however, that the commission will favor 
the Walker route, provided the borings j 
being made for‘a larger canal should 
not show that the cost would be exces- j 
sive. 
Mr. La rn pee, secretary of the Panama 
Canal company, who is in the city, said 
that that company was prepared to meet 
any of the conditions which might be 
laid down by the Isthmian commission J 
aud was r -ady aud willing to oonfortn 
to any of its recommendations. 
It was 
a matter of impossibility, however, for 
the Panama Canal company to outline 
its course of action, as everything would j 
depend upon^the results that would be 
reached by the commission. 
He declared there are no obstacles 
which engineering skill cannot over-1 
come in making the Panama canal ac­ 
ceptable to the Isthmian commission, 
and that a canal of 35 feet in depth, 
with a minimum width of 300 feet, is per­ 
fectly feasible at the Pauama route.
